MINUTES OF BOARD MEETING 
 

TUESDAY AUGUST 19, 2020 
 
 
10:02 a.m. President Bryan Nagel called the meeting to order.  Board members present were President 
Nagel, Lynn Boadwine, Eric Iversen, Steven Rommereim, and Dr. John Voegeli.  Josh Kitzan joined the 
meeting by phone.  AIB staff members present were Drs. Dustin Oedekoven, Mendel Miller, Susan 
Reenders, Tammy Anderson, Adam Wiechmann, Todd Tedrow; Terry Johnson, and Shell O’Daniel.  
Others present were Lt. Governor Larry Rhoden, Lorrin Naasz, Thor Roseth, Skyler Anders, Baxter 
Anders, Dani Hanson, Brit Miller, and Chelsea Wenzel, legal counsel for the Board.     
 
Introductions were made. 
 
President Nagel asked if there were any additions or changes to the agenda. None were presented.  
Steve Rommereim made a motion to approve the agenda. Dr Voegeli seconded. A voice vote was taken. 
Motion passed. 
 
President Nagel verified that all board members had received the minutes for the July 14, 2020 board 
meeting. Dr.  Voegeli made a motion to approve the minutes from the meeting on July 14, 2020. Eric 
Iversen seconded. The Board approved the minutes from the previous meeting. Dr Oedekoven shared 
updates from the previous meeting: Tri-County Locker completed facility upgrades, updated  
management protocols and completed the food safety plans, as agreed to, and was therefore issued a 
conditional license; the 2020 USAHA annual meeting will be virtual; and the Joint Powers Agreement 
was approved by the Veterinary Medical Examining Board.  A voice vote was taken. Motion passed. 
 
10:17 a.m. A public hearing was held to consider the request for an auction market license for Philip 
Livestock LLC, Baxter Anders and Skyler Anders, applicants. Present for this hearing were applicants 
Baxter and Skyler Anders, as well as Brit Miller and Thor Roseth, proponents. There were no opponents 
or written testimony. The hearing was audio recorded and is on file. Lynn Boadwine motioned to issue 
an auction agency license to Philip Livestock LLC contingent upon confirmation of P&S registration and 
bonding and final purchase or approved lease agreement for the Philip Livestock Auction facility. Eric 
Iversen seconded. All in favor. Motion passed. Hearing adjourned at 10:50 a.m. 
 
Dr. Russ Daly, SDSU Extension Veterinarian, joined the meeting by phone and presented information 
about Salmonella Dublin in cattle and people.   
 
Dr. Anderson gave an overview of the Cooperative Interstate Shipment (CIS) Program, interest and costs 
associated with implementation.  State programs who choose to participate must administer the program 
in such a way that is “the same as” federal inspection. AIB staff identified 10 establishments that indicated 
a strong interest in participating in CIS, if it were to be implemented in South Dakota.  
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The Board discussed with Lt Gov Larry Rhoden the economic impact the CIS program might have on 
South Dakota meat establishments and livestock producers. 
 
Dr. Reenders reported on the proposed USDA timeline for transitioning to RFID. Under this proposed 
timeline, beginning January 1, 2023, RFID tags would become the only identification devices approved 
as an official ear tag for cattle and bison.  The official USDA metal tags in place before January 1, 2023, 
would be recognize as an official identification device for the life of the animal. The USDA APHIS docket 
is open for comments until October 5, 2020. 
 
Dr Oedekoven discussed the USDA APHIS Docket in which Zoetis has petitioned APHIS VS for 
authorization to Manufacture FMD Vaccine in the United States.   
 
1:56 p.m. Steve Rommereim moved to adjourn the meeting. Lynn Boadwine seconded. President Bryan
